It 
was incorporated on March 19, 1888, 
with J. S. Phillips, Joseph Moxley, 
B! F. Edwards, G. W. Lee and S. A. 
Williams, trustees. 


The church has been visited by 


two disastrous fires, the first on 
March 20th, 1917, when the school 
rooms in the rear were totally des- 
troyed, and the second on August 
20th, 1917, when the auditorium was 
completely gutted.

The robbery was performed with-

The two men approached 
the windows of the 'cashier, and one 
covered the two occupants of the 
cage, while his companion went in- 
side, asking for the location of the 
money. The cashier indicated the 
money that lay in sight, amounting 
to three hundred one-dollar bills and 
one hundred five-dollar bills. These 
the bandits scooped up, running to 
to the car, when their companion 
stepped on the gas and the car roar- 
ed out of town, traveling east on the 
Valley boulevard. It is thought they 
turned at the Brea 'canyon road, as 
the car, traveling at terrific speed, 
was sighted by La Habra police just 
before the story of the holdup was 
transmitted to, them by. telephone. 


The men were described as with 


dark, sallow 'complexions, and the 
two- bandits who entered the bank 
were short, and about twenty to 
twenty-five years old. They used 
handkerchiefs to conceal the lower 
part of their features. Immediately 
after the robbery the bank burglar 
alarm was set going, and the whole 
town turned out to participate in 
the chase. 
All surrounding towns 


were notified, and a squad from the 
San Dimas substation of the sheriff's 
office made a record run to the scene. 


The bank robbed is the smaller of 


the two institutions in the town. 
For some reason the bandits passed 
by the First National bank, perhaps 
because the larger bank is directly 
on the valley boulevard, where the 
traffic is heavy.

past two years. Miss Youngman made here home with Mr. and 
Mrs. M. E. Clifford at 202 West Center street. 


Miss Youngman met .her death4 


through the jealous act of Gerald E. 
Kech, with whom she had an appoint- 
ment in Los Angeles at the close of 
an afternoon of shopping. Kech and 
Miss Youngman, who were in the 
former's Ford roadster, returning to 
Covina, had gotten a half-mile south 
of the Foothill boulevard, on Irwin- 
dale avenue, and had parked by the 
side of the road. It was in this 
lonely spot that Kech sent a bullet 
crashing through the brain of his 
companion, and then turned the re- 
volver on himself, both dying in- 
stantly. A note was found on the 
man's person, addressed to his mo- 
ther, Mrs. D. Kech of 947 Oakland 
avenue, Pasadena, and reading as 
follows, showing that the act was 
premeditated: 


"Dear Mother:

over to the federal government is expended {or war—past, 
present, or future. 
That's what Andrew Mellon, secretary 


.of the treasury, says. 


You hear a lot about the wastefulness of government, 


meaning generally that we have a great army of office-holders 
.to sustain at the public crib. You note that congress often 
spends an entire session wrangling about some contemplated 
public improvement, and ends by passing the buck along to 
,the next congress, afraid to make the appropriation because 
the taxpayer may howl. That's what has been happening 
to the Boulder dam project for more than a decade. 


Lack of courage to appropriate funds for an adequate 


federal plan of highways has handicapped this great country 
at a time when the motor vehjglft^pod ready to revolutionize 
transportation.

This dollar you turn over to Uncle Sam has been in the 


.habit of buying full value in the marts of business. 
But 


when Uncle Sam gets it he finds that only eighteen cents of 
it can be spent for constructive improvement. 
All of the 


enormous activity of our federal government outside of mili- 
tary protection is paid out of this eighteen cents. The rest 
of it goes to pay interest on and to retire bonds incurred for 
past wars; to support the disabled of past wars; to maintain 
the army and navy; and to make ready for the war to come. 


When the allies conquered Germany, the first thing they 


.made that country do was to scrap all her war material, quit 
building warships and disband the army almost to the van- 
Ashing point. That was the kindest act that could have been 
conceived, and it was a pity that the victors, to whom it is 
supposed the spoils belong, could not have accorded them- 
selves the same, much-to-be-desired privilege. 


The Next Ten Years— 


The future of the San Gabriel valley does not, or should 


not lie in the direction o| quantity population. There are 
portions of the valley that lend themselves admirably to sub- 
division to a limited degree, and the established towns must 
continue to grow through the improvement of the vacant 
fifty-foot lot.

There is not the slightest tinge of over-statement in the

Glendora, Pomona and Claremont. 
During the last few 


years, high class development has taken place in the hills 
south and southeast of Covina. 


There are many who have preferred the marvelous view 


from their homes on the shoulders of the Sierra Madre range, 
and others who have been equally delighted with a home built 
on the crown of the rolling hills in the south end of the valley, 
overlooking this great bowl of orchards, a view unsurpassed 
anywhere in all the world. 


The years to come will see the development of this valley 


along the line of fine residencies in the hill regions. This is 
an orchard country, and wilfremain so indefinitely. But it 
,is also to become more and more an all-the-year playground. 
That will be the development of a definite nature during the 
next ten years.

A Just Rule— 


The federal supreme court has laid down a rule for 


guidance of other courts, with regard to damage claims 


.> arising from railroad grade crossing accidents. 
The rule 


should be made familiar to automobile drivers everywhere, 
as well as the courts. 


Justice Holmes delivered a decision setting aside a 


judgment against the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, for the 
death of a motorist at a crossing, in which the venerable 
jurist said: "When a man goes upon a railroad track he 
knows that he goes to a place where he will be killed if a 
train comes upon him before lie is clear of the track. He 
knows that he must stop for the train, not the train stop 
for him." 


The highest court in the laud thus holds up before the 


eyes of motorists a "Stop, Look, Listen" sign, and tells 
them that if they fail to read the sign and heed its warning, 
they alone are to blame for the consequences. 


The court thinks that if a driver upon approaching a 


crossing is not sure whether a. train is dangerously near, 
he should stop and get out of his vehicle, although, says 
Justice Holmes, obviously he will not often be required to 
do more than stop and look. 


"Once for all,'' said the court, "this rule is laid down 


for the conduct of all courts." 


The rule is just. 
It is good common sense. But by 


how many motorists will it be obeyed? Had the driver of 
a truck struck by a train at San Diinas the other day only 
stopped ?u Ion!:, tin- lives of :•;!>; nr eight v/orkinen whom 
lie carr'u-il \\ould have been spared. The driver couldn't 
help but know the danger. 
Vet lie tried to beat the train 


to the rro.sMiij.'. 
Hcfau.S" drivers do not observe the simple 


rule, taxpayers and railroads between them are forced to 
spend millions upon millions or' dollars for grade separa- 
tion. The vast sums might be saved, if drivers would Slop, 
Look, Listen. The many have to pay for the folly of the 
few.-- Los Angeles Kxpress. 


Near East Work of Relief 


Told by Covina Traveller 


Dear Argus: 


Your readers may be further in- 


terested in reading what I saw in 
Asia Minor and Turkey, concerning 
the grand work of American Near 
East 
Relief 
among the 
refugees 


from Armenia. 


We first became interested in their 


work at Damascus in Syria. Here fit 
a table in the hotel where we were 
stopping were two young American 
women, and they, seeing we were 
Americans, came over and spoke to 
us after dinner. Later on in the 
lounge of the hotel we hnd a long 
visit with them. 


They were two Near East relief 


workers, Miss Stoiger 
and 
Miss 


Hanson, both enroute to their sta- 
tion at Beirut in Syria. From them 
we heard the first story of their 
work over there, and from then on 
it became the most interesting fea- 
ture of our trip. 


At Jerusalem, and again in the 


little village where Ho had His home 
for so many years, Nazareth, we saw 
their headquarters, and 'merely re- 
marked thev were in Palestine, little 
realizing then the remarkable work 
they were doing. 


We remembered each year at home 


getting a request for contributing 
to the Near East Relief, but after, 
mailing them a small check each yeat 
we dismissed it from our thoughts. 
But. not so, after seeing what they 
are doing over there with the money 
we have sent. 


Arriving at Beirut, .we went to 


the same hotel at which the young 
ladies were stopping, and next day 
they took us to the headquarters of 
the 
organization, 
where we saw 


many products made by the refugees, 
displayed for sale, and the store was 
neatly and well kept by one of the 
Armenians who could speak English. 
Then we were taken to the orphan- 
age, where some 500 boys were be- 
ing taught to earn their own livings 
at useful trades. Here was one large 
room equipped for manufacturing 
'hoes, in which over 300 boys were 
learning that trade, making all 
grades of leather shoes from the 
lieavy working shoes to modern dress 
shoes for men, in both black and 
tan, and made on American lasts 
and styles. This part of their orph- 
anage was self-supporting, as also 
was the carpenter shop and furni- 
ture factory, and in both places we 
saw boys of 10 and 13 years of age 
making fiuished work that would 
compare with any mature man's. 


REPAIRING FORDS 


They were also taught 
garage 


work, and were working on the re- 
mains of an old Ford the day we 
were there. The boys lived in the 
jrphanage and slept in a large build- 
ng built of stone by the boys. They 
slept on the hard cement floor in 
ireference to using a bed, and each 
morning every's boy's blankets were 
•oiled up and put away for the day. 
The boys took turns with, the cook- 
ng, and the food was of good hearty 
lature, and the day we were there 
we saw a big wash tub full of lima 
beans soaking for the next day's 
linner. Black bread only for break- 
cast, a meal of some kind of meat 
iml two vegetables at noon, and a 
simple supper, kept these 500 boys 
alive and healthy. And the cost, for 
the actual food, was $1 per month 
per boy. 


What one of us hera in this pros- 


perous Covina valley could not eas- 
ly give that, much to support one 
ooy for a month? 


Over 30,00 Armenian refugees— 


men, 
women p.nd children—are here 


by the aid of the Near East Relief, 
when they were driven out of their 
own country by the Turks, and no 
ilace to go. The relief workers got 
i piece of land they could camp on 
n Beirut, and here they have built 
shelters or shacks in >*hieh. to live. 
S'o poor section of I>os Angeles or 
nny other American city could show 
such a poverty-stricken section. Old 
Boards, adobe walls, old oil cans 
made into roofs, most of the houses 
laving no floor but the dirt, and yet 
lere some 30,000 people had built 
:hemselves a city out of nothing and 
were struggling to make a living. 
The Near East could only get them 
out of Armenia and leave them to 
shift for themselves, but they are 
:aking care of these 500 boys here 
n the orphanage. 


Some of the boys are able to work, 


jarning from 12 to 30 cents per 
day, and such, pay a small fee for 
heir board and room, and all are 
waiting for the time until they can 
>e sent to same permanent home. 


From Beirut we took steamer for 


Constantinople, and here wo again 
ooked up the Near East Relief, in 
hargo of Mr. Caleb Flaffg, a fine 
Christian American, and his branch 
yaa caring for the remaining Ar- 
•neniaris in Turkey. Not many left, 
is Turkey has ordered them all out 
>f their country in the next six 
nonths, and where to send the rem- 
lanta of thn Armenian hordes is a 
erious question, two million having 
jeen actually driven over the moun- 


B, down to the B^ack sea, and 


ho«r> (lint were not dead from the 
nrH trip over the mountains in win-

In Athens we were met by the sec 


rotary for Mr. Thurber, a fine Chris- 
tian gentleman from Los Angeles 
originally, but' for many years giving 
his time, money and love to the 
rehabilitation of the boys and girls 
who have no • one else they can look 
to for assistance. 


Here wo saw the best work of all, 


and we were all impressed by what 
has been done for these sufferers 
through the good offices of the Near 
East Relief. The republic of Greece, 
through the efforts of Mr. Thurber, 
has been very generous to the Ar- 
menian refugees, and has given them 
the island of Syra for their use, and 
also a 40-acre tract of land in the 
city of Athens, under the shadow of 
the old Acropolis, where the finest 
specimens of the world's architecture 
were executed and never since sur- 
passed or equaled. 


On this forty-acre tract some 20,- 


000 Armenians came, with no world- 
ly, goods excepting what they had 
carried on their backs from their 
native lands, and all because they 
weive Christians and the Mohammed- 
ans would not tolerate them, and 
either murdered or. drove them out. 
Now they haye a rvery, neat-looking 
village of 'oniiiptito'rjrV&ouSfis, all built 
of adobe'brick's, inade by themselves, 
and roofed with, any materials they 
could get. .But the outside walls are 
all whitewashed, the streets were 
clean, and the people had gone into 
business'in various lines, such as 
clothing, 
shoe-making, 
vegetable 


markets, embroidery works, sweater 
knitting, inlaid work, and anything 
to make a bare Jiving. 


JACKIE COOGAN HELPS 


The Christian Herald took a tour- 


ist party there a year ago, and they 
raised $4000 to start a working 
boys' home, after they made a care- 
ful investigation of the conditions 
there. When this party got back to 
Paris before sailing for 
America, 


they all bought new outfits of cloth- 
ing, and shipped all their old things 
back to Mr. Thurber for his refugees. 
Ami again, a'little later on, when 
Jackie Coogan was here and saw con- 
ditions, he was as deeply moved as 
any of us, and he went back to Hol- 
lywood and got a carload of old 
clothes from his movie friends and a 
carload of canned milk and shipped 
it all to Mr. Thurber. 


This working boys homo here in 


Athens is-full;'and each boy pays 
twelve 'cents a 7nonth for his bed 
and privileged in the home. A kind- 
ly woman of middle age in charge 
of the horned-told us how she had 
escaped with''her life, and .her two 
boys, after the father had been killed 
in cold blood and how she had been 
driven out of her lovely home, a 
stone mansion of over thirty rooms, 
with elegant furnishings, carriages, 
oil paintings and all that a comfor- 
table fortune provides for a home, in- 
cluding ten servants. 
She could 


speak English which she had learned 
at college, and her tale of suffering 
enroute to Greece was almost unbe- 
lievable. This home had real iron 
beds, and all double decked, or one 
above the other, and each bed had 
sheets and blankets, and no army 
barracks could show a cleaner or 
neater sleeping ward than this home. 
While all the boys who could work 
paid rent as above stated, none were 
refused if sick or in distress. 


OTHER HOMES NEEDED 


No boy need now die in an alley or 


field in the Near East, and the next 
big job is to start similiar homes 
in Macedonia, Syria and another in 
Athens. A working boys' home in 
Cairo, Egypt, is sponsored by weal- 
thy Armenians there, and has been 
sucli a great success that another is 
to be alitrted in Alexandria this win- 
ter. 


These homes will be needed for the 


next four or five years until the boys 
are able to stand on their own feet, 
and as fast as funds are available 
the boys are sent to Egypt, Bulgar- 
ia, Canada or South America whose 
doors arc open to them, but our own 
country has closed its portals to them 
on account of our immigration re- 
strictions. 


One Sunday morning we all at- 


tended Sunday morning services of 
the Boys' club, held in a small room 
some 25x30 feet, and all built of 
adobe bricks by the boys, and roofed 
at Mr. Thurber's own expense. The 
boys listened very attentively to all 
Mr. Thurber said, and he was telling 
them that they must all become 
Greek citizens if they wished to 
stay there, and as their own country 
had been taken from them, there is 
no other course left open to them, 
but it made tears come into 
their 


eyes to know there was no hope of 
ever having their own country back, 
and that they must learn a new lan- 
guage. 


MISERY DESCRIBED 


For many days after seeing the 


suffering and hunger of these? re- 
fugees we could not enjoy our meals 
at our hotel, knowing there were so 
many who would be glad to have 
oven a small portion of what we had 
in abundance.

water measured out, one quart per 
day per person, owing to a serious 
water famine in Athens. 


Tliin i« the.'fate of the people who 


innocently .suffered fteeause, of mis- 
uii'lenitandingti, hatred, superstitions 
and the absence of the Golden Rule. 


The children on the island of Syru 


were-faringibest of all, and showed 
the best results from -the Ne.ar East 
assistance, and, here was more evi- 
dence of a hope for the future. 
They have a fine orphanage there, 
with clean healthy children. Several 
adults are being taught modern farm- 
ing methods, and on this small island 
of Syra, in the Aegean Sea, off the 
coast of Greece, they are taking on 
a new lease of life, and the super- 
intendent, Mr. George White and 
his good wife, are doing 
a great 


work with them. On my return from 
abroad I was glad to be able to so- 
cure a few citrus trees from Mr. J. 
S. Armstrong at Ontario, which I 
have shipped to the Whites at Syra. 


LAST CAMPAIGN 


Now when you get an appeal for 


assistance to the Near East Relief it 
will bo the last one, for this coming 
drive will be used to finish the re- 
fugee work, and it should all be com- 
pleted inside of five years from date, 
when the youngest boys will be over

These "highways 
f power" now form such a network 
vcr southern California that any 
iece of land which meets the gen- 
ral requirements for a factory site 
will surely be within easy reach of 


n abundant power supply. 
The backbone of southern Cali- 


ornia 's electrical supply may be 
ompared to n bar-ball, like those 
sed by strong men in vaudeville 
erformances. One ball represents 
lie vast hydro-electric generating 
ystem of the Southern California 
Sdison company at Big creek in the 
ligh Sierra, 7o miles northeast of 
'resno and 2(50 miles north of Los 
Vngeles. With the completion of its 
fth power -house at Big creek early 
n 1928, the company's water power 
lants in this section will be capa- 
Ic of generating 460,700 horsepower, 
'lie other ball represents the com- 
inny's highly efficient steam plant 
t Long Beach. With the completion 
f a new turbine now being installed, 
vhich also will be ready for service 
arly in 1928, the Long Beach steam 
ilant will be capable of generating 
113,000 horsepower, making a total 
if 873,700 horsepower from these 
wo sources and giving a true "bal- 
ince of power" quite different from 
that designed by Bismarck when he 
was in control of tlie political for- 
tunes of Europe. 
Connecting these two power source? 
are the three transmission lines of 
the Edison company, which operate 
at 220,000 volts and have set a new- 
standard that is being copied by 
electrical engineers throughout the 
world. 
At strategic points along 


these transmission lines ar 
major distribution stations 
wliicli 


may be compared to wholesale ware 
houses. There are three such sta 
tions in the San Joaquin valley- 
one at Rector, near Cisalia, anothei 
called Vester, near Porterville, am 
the third, called Magunden, near 
Bakersfield. There are three more 
in southern California—one calle 
Eagle Rock, near Glendale, one call 
etl Lagunda Bell, southeast of Vcr 
non, and the third near Hynes. 


Improvements in steam engineer 


ing during the past five years hav 
been so great that the present cos 
of producing electricity from fue 
is on a par with the cost of produc 
tion from water-power plants. 
This 


is due to the lower installation costs- 
for steam generation and also to low 
ei interest charges on transmission 
lines, as the steam plant is much 
closer than the hydro plant to mar- 
ket. 
As future water-power plants 


will be at more remote points and

of Community 


Is Proposed 


On invitation of the Presbyterians, 


Dr. J. A. M«Gaughey, field secretary 
of the Community Church Workers 
of America, met with representatives 
of the Methodist. Baptist, Christian 
and Presbyterian churches at the 
Baptist church last Monday evening 
to discuss plans for .making a can- 
vass of Covina to determine the 
sentiment of the people regarding 
the establishment of u community 
church. 


Tho Presbyterians, being without 


a pastor, judge it to be a good time 
to consult with other denominations 
who are in a similar condition and 
see if a consolidation may not be 
effected either as a federated body

Dr. McGau- 
ghey, having had wide experience in 
helping to form such churches in new 
communities and in older ones which 
were over-churched, is well qualified 
to advise communities considering 
consolidation of churches, and his 
sane and expert remarks made a 
good impression on the Covina men 
and wowen who heard him. 


After discussion of many points 


involved, the meeting voted to refer 


back to the various official boards 
the advisability of a survey of the 
community, those present and voting 
favoring such a survey unanimously. 


Dr. McGaughey will probably ad- 


dress a mass meeting at a central 
place within a few weeks, where a 
free discussion .may be had by all 
who may be interested.
